The 
only active part the cruiser took in the 
ceremonies of the day was the firing of 
a salute as the monument was unveiled. 

Arrival of the President. 

The ceremonies of the day began at 
12:30 o’clock, when the presidential 
party arrived at the Broad Street sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania railroad from 
Washington. The party came in a spe- 
cial train. Besides the president and 
Mrs. McKinley, the party included 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage and

The Grant Monument, 


The Grant monument as it now stands 
is exactly the same size as the one in 
Union square, New York. It was designed 
by Daniel Chester French and Edward 
C. Potter, both American artists. The for- 
mer modeled the figure of Gen. Grant 
and the latter the horse. In expression and 
features the face is indicative ofa strong, 
though latent and modest personality. He 
is clad in field garb, with high cavalry 
boots, close-buttoned coat, and a long cape 
or coat falls in folds over the horse. The 
latter stands firmly on his four feet, with 
head turned slightly to one side. The 
whole aspect of the statue is one of re- 
strained strength. 

The idea was conceived by the Fairmount 
Park Art association, and the work is pre- 
sented by that body to the city, to be placed 
in the park. The height of the statue from 
the bottom of the plinth to the top of the 
rider’s hat is 15 feet 1 inch. The total 
weight is five tons. The pedestal is built 
of Jonesboro granite, and the total cast 
was $32,675.35.

LEAVES DEATH AND RUIN IN ITS WAKE 


Twenty-Five Dead Bodies Found in 
Kirksville, and the List May 
Reach Fifty—Fifteen Are 
Killed in Newtown, 


St. Louis, April 28.-—A special to the 
Globe-Democrat from Kirksviile, Mo., 
says: A gathering storm that had been 
threatening all afternoon broke upon 
Kirksville at 6:20 o'clock Thursday 
night in all the fury of a cyclone. A 
path a quarter of a mile wide and as 
clean as the prairie was swept through 
the eastern portion of the city, and 400 


‘buildings, homes and mercantile, were 


leveled to the ground in scattered ruins. 
In the heavy rain that followed the peo- 
ple who had escaped turned out to res- 
cue the injured. For two hours not 
much was accomplished, as all was con- 
fusion, but by eight o’clock 25 dead 
bodies had been taken from the ruins. 
It is expected that the list of dead will 
reach between 50 and 60, if not exceed 
that. Almost a thousand people were 
more or less injured. & 
Fire Breaks Out. 

Intense darkness prevailed after the 
cyclone and the rescuers were at a dis- 
advantage for a short time, until fire 
broke out in a dozen places in the ruins 
and shed light over the scene. No at- 
tempts were made to extinguish the 
fires, partly because the rescuers had 
no time and partly because of the need 
of light. On both sides of the storm’s 
path the debris was piled high and 
burned fiercely. In all probability a 
number of bodies have been inciner- 
ated. ` 

The storm first struck the eastern 
portion of the eity near the part occu- 
pied by the boarding houses of the stu- 
dents of the American school of oste- 
opathy, state normal school and Mc- 
Ward’s seminary. It was just supper 
time for the students, and it is thought 
very probable the list of dead will be 
well filled with students, as a large 
number of these boarding houses were 
these 
three institutions of learning escaped 
the storm. The storm then went north- 
west and wiped out Patterson’s nurs- 
ery, pulling the trees out of the ground 
and hurling them through the city. A 
second edition of the cyclone followed 
the first, 20 minutes later.. It came as 
an inky black cloud widely distributed 
and covered the whole town, but passed 
above the houses, doing no material 
damage and gathering fury as it went. 
It undoubtedly struck the ground a few 
miles out of Kirkville. 

Fifteen Dead at Newtown. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 28.—A bulle- 
tin to the Journal from Chillicothe, Mo., 
reports 15deadin a cyclone at Newtown, 
Mo. Though the reports are not wholly 
verified, it is believed that the storm 
has wrought terrible destruction at 
both Kirksville and Newtown. 

Death and Ruin in Iowa. 

Omaha, Neb., April 28.—A special to 
the Bee from Onawa, Ia., says: A ter- 
rific windstorm, followed by rain and 
hail, swept the Soldier valley Wednes- 
day night, leaving death and ruin in its 
path. Over an inch of rain fell, and a 
heavy hailstorm lasted 12 minutes. 
Leslie Furne, tén years, son of George 
Furne, was killed. The injured are: 
George Furne, frightfully bruised, will 
recover; Mrs. George Furne, back 
crushed and big splinter driven through 
thigh, may die; Harry Furne, aged 18, 
Skull crushed, will die; Lewis Larron.

HEAVY RAINSTORM. 


Basements in Antigo, Wis., Are 
Flooded—Cloudburst and Tor- 
nado at Madison, Wis.

The Monument Unveiled.

Presi- 
dent McKinley did not intend to speak, 
but in response to loud and persistent 
calls from the audience he:rose, bowed 
and resumed his seat. The cheering 
continued and became deafening, and 
finally the president arose and spoke 
briefly, delivering a short but eloquent 
eulogy of Grant. 


The Grant Monument. 


The Grant monument as it now stands 
is exactly the same size as the one in 
Union square, New York. It was designed 
by Daniel Chester French and Edward 
C. Potter, both American artists. The for- 
mer modeled the figure of Gen. Grant 
and the latter the horse. In expression and 
features the face is indicative of a strong, 
though latent and modest personality. He 
is clad in field garb, with high cavalry 
boots, close-buttoned coat, and a long cape 
or coat falls in folds over the horse. The 
latter stands firmly on his four feet, with 
head turned slightly to one side. The 
whole aspect of the statue is one of re- 
strained strength. 

The idea was conceived by the Fairmount 
Park Art association, and the work is pre- 
sented by that body to the city, to be placed 
in the park. The height of the statue from 
the bottom of the plinth to the top of the 
rider’s hat is 15 feet 1 inch. The total 
weight is five tons. The pedestal is built 
of Jonesboro granite, and the total cost 
was $32,675.35.

Fire Breaks Out. 

Intense darkness prevailed after the 

cyclone and the rescuers were at a dis-

No at- 
tempts were made to extinguish the 
fires, partly because the rescuers had 
no time and partly because of the need 
of light. On both sides of the storm’s 
path the debris was piled high and 
burned fiercely. In all probability a

The storm first struck the eastern 
portion of the eity near the part occu- 


pied by the boarding houses of the stu-

It was just supper 
time for the students, and it is thought 
very probable the list of dead will be 
well filled with students, as a large 
number of these boarding houses were 
demolished.

It undoubtedly struck the ground a few 
miles out of Kirkville.

The tornadc 
first made its appearance at the farm 
of George Swenson, in Monroe county, 
and wrecked everything. The family 
escaped by taking to the cellar. The 
storm then crossed over into Crawford 
county, and destroyed buildings and 
stock on the farms of Rev. H. J. Hjore- 
ham, Anton Hanson, Arnt Amundson, 
M. W. Dryden, George Furne and Lum- 
ley Peters. Everything in the path of 
the storm was wiped off the face of the 
earth, trees being torn up by the roots 
and buildings scattered to the four 
winds of heaven. l

= SALOONS KNOCKED OUT. 


SENATOR WARD ROASTED THE OFFICERS 
OF ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE. 


When the bill prohibiting the liquor 
selling within three miles of any Michi- 
gan college came up in the senate yes- 
terday, Senator Collingwood, of- Lan- 
aae a a z 
sing, movyed to make the limit one mile. 
He said that if students wanted a drink 
they would go three miles just as- soon 
as one mile. Senator Lyon opposed the 
amendment, which was defeated. Sen- 
ator Ward moved that al after the en- 
acting clause be struck out. Ward's 
opposition was due to the faet that the 
passage of the pill would close up most 
of the Ann Arbor saloons. Ward said 
that 95 per cent of the business men of 
his city were opposed to the bill. Ann 
Arbor, he said, was an orderly city, and 
the passage of the bill would mean illicit 
wihisky selling anid the establishment of 
drinking places outside of the three-mile 
limit, away from the control of city offi- 
cials, Ward roasted the officers of the 
Anti-Saloon League, who, he said, were 
behind the bill, saying that some of 
them had been accused of criminal con- 
duct. Ward protested against the ef- 
forts of these people to make other 
people good by law. They were doing 
this work for revenue only, he said.- 

Senator Lyon, of Hillsdale, where 
there is also a college, defended the bill, 
and said that there were other people 
in Michigan who had an interest in the 
University besides tke people of Ann 
Arbor. He denied that ‘the absence of 
saloons would mean more drinking. 
Lyon’s speech was a prohibition one. 
He asked why the people of Ann Arbor 


| 


were not in Lansing to talk on the bill. 


“Because they thought the bill would. 


be killed in committee, as was done in 
previous sessions,’ said Ward. “They 
thought the senate had too much good 
sense to pass it.” 

This made Lyon hot, and he swung his 
arms as he said: “The senator acknowl- 
edges that Ann Arbor is a drinking 
rather than a temperance community. 
The ‘opposition to-this bill comes from 
the liquor league, whose representative 
in the upper house has been here lobby- 
ing against this bill.” : 
Senator Humphrey. made a strong 
speech for the bill, He said Ann Arbor 
had been made by the mioney spent 
there by the state in building up the 
University. ee 

jWard’s motion to strike out all after 
the enacting clause was carried 11 to 9, 
indicating that the senate is not such a 
teetotal body as has been supposed. 

Lyon renewed the fight when the com- 
mittee rose, getting a call of the senate 
anid calling for a roll call on the ques- 
tion of concurring in the action of the 
committee, There were fifteen minutes 
more of speech-making, Collingiwood, 
and Potter making the point that the 
children in the common schools and the 
boys in the factories need as much pro- 
tection from saloons as college students. 
MicGraw opposed jthe bill on the score 
that it would hurt the business inter- 
ests of the state.

THREE MILE LIMIT FOR 
SALOONS KNOCKED OUT. 


SENATOR WARD ROASTED THE OFFICERS 
OF ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE. 


When the bill prohibiting the liquor 
selling within three miles of any Michi- 
gan college came up in the senate yes- 
terday, Senator Collingwood, of - Lan- 
sing, moved to make the limit one mile. 
He said that if students wanted a drink 
they would go three miles just as- soon 
as one mile. Senator Lyon opposed the 
amendment, which was defeated. Sen- 
ator Ward moved that all after the en- 
acting clause be struck out. Ward’s 
opposition was due to the faet that the 
passage of the bill would close up most 
of the Ann Arbor saloons. Ward said 
that 95 per cent of the business men of 
his city were opposed to the bill. Ann 
Arbor, he said, was an orderly city, and 
the passage of thie bill would mean illicit 
whisky selling and the establishment of 
drinking places outside of the three-mile 
limit, away from the control of city offi- 
cials, Ward roasted the officers of the 
Anti-Saloon League, who, he said, were 
behind the bill, saying that some of 
them had been accused of criminal con- 
duct. Ward protested against the ef- 
forts of these people to make other 
people good by law. They were doing 
this work for revenue only, he said. 

Senator Lyon, of Hillsdale, where 
there is also a college, defended the: bill, 
and said that there were other people 
in Michigan who had an interest in the 
University besides tke people of Ann 
Arbor. He denied that ‘the absence of 
saloons would mean more drinking. 
Liyon’s speech was a prohilbition one. 
He asked why the people of Ann Arbor

were not in Lansing to ‘talk on the bill.

‘thought the senate had too much good 
sense to pass it.” 

This made Lyon hot, and he swung his 
arms as he said: “The senator acknowl- 
edges that Ann Arbor is a drinking 
rather than a temperance community. 
The ‘opposition to-this bill comes from 
the liquor league, whose represeatative 
in the upper house has been here lobby- 
ing against this bill.” 

Senator Humphrey. made a strong 
speech for the bill... He said Ann Arbor 
had been made by the money spent 
there by the state in building up the 
University. 

jWard’s motion to strike out all aoe 
the enacting clause was carried 11 to 9, 
indicating that the senate is not such a 
teetotal body as has been supposed. 
Lyon renewed thie fight when the com- 
mittee rose, getting a call of the senate 
and calling for a roll call on the ques- 
‘tion of concurring in the action of the 
committee, There were fifteen minutes 
more of speech-making, Collingiwood, 
and Potter making the point that the 
children in the common schools and the 
boys in the factories need.as much pro- 
tection from, saloons as college students. 
‘MicGraiw opposed jthe bill on the score 
that it would hurt the business inter- 
ests of the state.
